Unit- 
ed Irishman. followed by the 
Sinn Fein and then the Nati« 
ality 

In October, 1917, he was eiect- 
ed presiding officer at the open- 
ing of the Sinn Fein conference 
in Dublin. He was eras normi- 
nated as the Sinn Fein delegate 
from East Cavan During the 
peace conference in Paris in 
1818 he was chosen as an Irish 
delegate to go to Paris and pre- 
sent the Irish case, but failure to 
get a safe conduct prevented his 
attendance 

In July, 1919. he was elected 
acting President of the Irish 
National Assembliv in the ab- 
sence of Eamonn de Valera in 
the United States. In October, 
19819, he was elected one of the 
permanent vice presidents of the 
Sinn Fein organizatior 

Seven Months in Prieon. 

He was arrested in Dublin in 
November, 1820, and epent seven 
monthe in Mountjoy Prison 
During his imprisonment he 
sued a message to the Irish peo- 
ple as to the conduct of the S 
Fein organization. An attempt 
was made to rescue him from 
prison but the armored car used 
for that purpose failed to carry 
out the plan 

The return of De Valera from 
America Was attributed to Grif- 
fith’s imprisonment. as De Va- 
lera on his return resumed the 
active direction of Sinn Fein af- 
fairs.

This had not been used as a 
gag and no odor as of chloroform or 
other anesthetic could be noted. 

In contrast with the basement, 
where everything was in its place, 
the upper floor had been ransacked. 
Clothing had been taken from clos- 
ets and scattered about the room. 
Mrs. Richwine’s housedress was on 
a bed in a room adjoining the one in 
which she was found. Her fur coat 
had been taken from a closet and 
thrown into the bathroom. In a 
pocket of this coat was found all of 
Mrs. Richwine'’s jewelry, valued by 
her husband at about $500. 5 

The husband was called from his 
barber shop and hurried home after 
the bodies were found. He said his 
wife and his father were cheerful 
‘and on good terms when he left 
|}home yesterday morning.

AMUNDSEN’S PROTEGES 


Discoverer of South Pole Will 


Provide for Waifs 
in Far North. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 10,-—Capt. 


Roald Amundsen, South Pole discov- 
erer and first navigator of the North- 
west Passage, has been in New York 


many times as guest of geographical 


and scientific societies, but last night 
he arrived in a new role—that of es- 
cort to two little Siberian girla whom 
he is sending to Norway to be edu- 


cated. 

The children are Camilla Carpen- 
dale, 12 years old, daughter of an 
Australian trader and a native wom- 
an, and Cakunita, 6, who has no 


other name because she is a full- 


blooded Tsjuktsi, and they do not. 
bother with family names. Neither 
child speaks English. 
With them, to mother them on 
the trip, came Mrs. Oscar Wisting, 
wife of the captain of the Maud, 
Amundsen’'s ship, which is being re- 
paired in Seattle for a third trip to 
drift across the Arctic Ocean. 
“I found Camilla at East Cape, on 
the northern coast of Siberia, near 
where we wintered last year,” ¢ex- 
plained Amundsen. ; 

Exceptionally Bright. 
“She is an exceptionally bright 
child, and it seemed to me ghe 
ought to have a better chance. 
Little Cakunita I found about 100 
miles farther along the coast. Her 
mother was dead and her father 
seemed glad to get rid of her. Caku- 
nita will remain in Norway perma- 
nently. I have not legally adopted 
either of the children. Camilla 
probably will stay in Norway five 
years or so and then return to her 
parents, 
‘The Tsjuktsis are not Eskimes,” 
Capt. Amundsen continued. “They 
are an entirely different race and 
cannot understand a word of Eskimo. 
Camilla and Cakunita were excited 
greatly when we got down to Nome, 
which was civilization to them, but 
they said nothing. They are chang~- 
ing wonderfully in that respect, how- 
ever. The ordinary Tsjuktsi child 
would have shrunk into a corner in 
the railroad train on the trip from 
Seattle and said nothing all the way; 
but Cakunita ran around, made 
friends, sang and howled and had 
the whole car stirred up, just like 
any American baby.” 

Camilla Is Pretty. 

Camilla ts pretty, with straight, 

black robbed hair, red cheeks and 
bright eyes. Cakunita’s face is of a 
decidedly Japanese cast. 
“The weather is too warm for 
them,” said Dr. Amuudsen. “They 
had colds as soon as they came out 
of the Arctic.” 

Amundsen will stay in New York 
until the steamship Stavangerfjord 
of the Norwegian-American Line 
sails for Christiania with the chil-+ 
dren aboard. With them will go 
Mrs. Wisting and F. P. Gade, WNor- 
wegian Minister to Brasil, who is re- 
turning on official business. Then 
Amundsen will go to Washington in 
connection with his next assault on 
the polar ice. He expects to leave 
Seattle during June, outfitted for a 
five-years’ drift to study currents, 
magnetic forces and other scientific 
problems. Twice before he has 
started, only to be caught by the ice 
and pushed against the Siberian 
coast.

Index numbers of building costs 
showed little change in November 
and are still more than 50 per cent 
greater than the prewar level. To- 
tal volume of building contracts 
awarded in November declined 
about 7 per cent, due largely to the 
| decline in business buildings. In- 
dustrial and residential building 
contracts continued to increase, but 
|the group of public and semipublic 
‘buildings, except educational, con- 
tinued the marked decline noted in 
October. Compared with November, 
1920, the total building contracts 
were twice as large, with increases 
in every group except industrial 
buildings, while in the residential! 
and educational groups the contracts 
were more than three times as large. 
The November increase brought. the 
cumulative total for 11 months to 
within 9 per cent of the 1920 total.

Coming upon articles with whose 
proper preparation the cook is un- 
familiar, she knows she may have 
recourse to the cookery book which 
is in the nature of having recourse 
te the files or other avenues of re- 
search with the reporter. Having a 
choice of many articles for the as- 
sembling of a well balanced and 
complete menu, that is comparable 
to the managing editor’s jodD in the 
newspaper office.

ing to the senses through the eye 
And all the garnishes may be com- 
pared to the illustrations which are 
used to enhance.the articles.
